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Hoffas Offer Reward

Detroit (UPI) - The family of James 


R. Hoffa Tuesday offered a 1200,000 
•reward for information leading to the 
whereabouts of the fallen Teamsters czar 
who has been missing since last 
Wednesday. 


The reward was offered through Hof- 


fa's son, Detroit attorney James P. Hoffa. 


The younger Hoffa said the reward 


would go to "anyone in the U.S. or the 
world who can help us find our father." 


Was Trust Betrayed?" 


The conviction spread Tuesday among 


investigators that Hoffa is dead, perhaps 
at the hands of "old timer" friends who 
betrayed his trust. 


The FBI search for clues to Hoffa's dis- 


appearance spread throughout the coun- 
try and there were reports that the Mafia 
was conducting its own underworld in- 
vestigation. 


The Detroit News quoted a federal 


source as saying the FBI "is acting on the 
assumption that Hoffa is dead. It's very 
likely we'll never find his body. This is 
the type of case that we never find a solu- 
tion to." 


In Los Angeles, "retired" mobster 


Mickey Cohen said he had been asked by 
"persons close to Jim" to "put the word 
out" for information on how the fierce 
labor chief, a bare-knuckles fighter all his 
life, had been spirited from a suburban 
parking lot without a sign of struggle. 


An added mystery was the dis- 


appearance of the man Hoffa called his 
adopted son, Charles L. "Chuckie" 
O'Brien. O'Brien, a Teamsters organizer, 
was brought up in Hoffa's home and 
regarded him as "the only father I ever 
knew." 


Gone For Four Days 


He has not been seen for four days and 


has not appeared at the Lake Orion, 
Mich., summer cottage where Hoffa's 
wife, son and daughter are keeping their 
vigil along with a move-in contingent of 
FBI agents. 


O'Brien, 40, was a card-playing buddy 


of Anthony "Tony Jack" Giacalone, the 
reputed Mafia kingpin Hoffa thought he 
was going to meet at a restaurant in 
Bloomfield Township when he set out 
from Lake Orion at 1 p.m. Wednesday. 


Giacalone, who has since returned to 


Florida, denies he had any such date. It is 
speculated O'Brien might have launched 
his own investigation and got too close to 
the solution of the Hoffa mystery. 


Threats Rwnored 


Another of the three men Hoffa 


planned to meet Wednesday was a 
longtime crony and jailmate at the 
Lewisburg, Pa., federal prison, Anthony 
"Tony Pro" Provenzano — and reports 
circulated Tuesday that Tony Pro had 
threatened to kill Hoffa or kidnap his 
beloved grandchildren if the "little 
fellow" persisted in his battle to regain 
control of the Teamsters in next year's 
election. 


The main source of the reports was 


Daniel Sullivan, a former Teamsters of- 
ficial, as is Provenzano. Sullivan, now a 
Philadelphia truck leaser, was quoted as 
saying Hoffa told him of the threats more 
than a year ago. Provenzano and Hoffa 
were reported to be on the outs ever since 
Tony Pro lined up with Teamsters Presi- 
dent Frank E. Fitzsimmons in the 
Teamsters power struggle. 


The FBI in Newark, N.J., would say 


only that Provenzano had been 


questioned in that state. Provenzano has 
denied be was in Detroit last week, 
although reports circulate in Detroit that 
he was seen here Wednesday. 


Vincent W. Piersante, chief of the 


organized crime division of the Michigan 
attorney general's office, put his finger on 
a mystery which has baffled investigators 
— why Hoffa left his car door unlocked. 


The only trace Hoffa left was his 1974 


Pontiac Bonneville parked in front of the 
Machus Red Fox restaurant. The door on 
the driver's side was unlocked. Yet Hoffa 
had a phobia about leaving car doors un- 
locked and constantly warned his aides 
against it 


'One Not Enough' 


Pieresante said, "Whoever got him had 


to be at least two old timers in their 60s, 
men who knew him well. One wouldn't 
be enough to handle him. 


"If it was Teamsters guys there's a 


good chance he's still alive. Teamsters 
don't kill. They maim, they bomb, but 
they don't kill. If the mob got him, he was 
dead five minutes after he got into his 
car."

They were plugging poetry, 


not Peter Pan, though The 
group is taping two segments of 
a 20-program series called 
"Anyone for Tennyson?", and 
they held a news conference to 
discuss poetry, television, the 
theater and the combination 
thereof. 


Members of the quartet are 


actors Paul Hecht and George 
Backman, and actresses Cynthia 


Herman and Jill Tanner. 


"Anyone For Tennyson?" is 


scheduled for national broadcast 
on Public Broadcasting Service 
(PBS) stations early next year. 


The series is designed to bnng 


the "drama, wit and humor" of 
some of the world's greatest 
poets into the homes of 
American TV viewers. 


William Perry, the series' 


executive producer, said he 
hopes the programs will reach 
the people who "won't go to the 
theater for an evening of poetry" 
but w 
rho "will let it into their 


homes." 


The quartet, and guest stars 


such as Ritchard. will tape the 
segments before live audiences 
in Lincoln and at least five other 
locations across the country. 


This week, the quartet and 


Ritchard are working on two 
programs — "Restoration Wits" 
and "The Heroic Tradition." 
t 


The setting for "Restoration 


Wits" is a replica of a 17th- 
century coffee house like those 
frequented by King Charles n of 
England and his merry gang of 
court wits. 


Poems by such men as 


Dryden, Sedley and Purcell — 
all of whom took part in the 
raucous royal gatherings — will 
be integrated into the dialogue 
presented by the period-clad ac- 
tors and actresses. 


"My wig, when I first put it 


on, made me look like (rock star) 
Mick Jagger," Ritchard said 


Hopefully, the series will en- 


courage people — especially the 
young — to read poetry and 
realize that it can be fun and in- 
teresting, members of the group 
agreed. 


Hearing poetry read aloud, 


makes "all the difference in the 
world," Perry said. 


On the issue of television ver- 


sus the theater, Hecht said he 
believes live theater is "more 


entertaining. Television is most 
effective when distributing 
either information or something 
that is happening immediately." 


Members of the group 


lamented the lack of financial 
support for the theater in the 
United States. 


"The theater system doesn't 


allow" actors sufficient financial 
support, Hecht said. 


"American playwrights . . . 


have 
been 
ruined 


by Hollywood," Ritchard 
added, explaining that, when 
they reach their peak, many 
playwrights are "lured" into 
Hollywood for financial reasons. 
And when they get there they 
have nothing to do, he said.

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90% Of Lancaster County Bridges Reported Unsafe

Nine out of 10 Lancaster County bridges are 


unsafe and more than a handful should be closed 
immediately, according to County Engineer Mar- 
vin Nuernburger. 


After surveying 450 of the county's "off 


system" bridges and all of the "federal aid secon- 
dary system" bridges, Nuemberger believes that 
"90^ of these bndges will not carry a legal load or 
are not wide enough or both." 


Several dozen bridges in the initial survey of 16 


county townships can carry loads of less than 1 ton 
and several should be posted between 0 and .5 tons. 


"This means that a bicycle going over these 


bridges every day for a year could cause the bridge 
to collapse," Nuernberger said 


Below National Average 


The county's bridge system is much worse than 


for the nation. A national survey showed that one 
out of seven bridges nationally are deficient, 
Nuernberger said. 


Where Did $4 Million Go? 


Hastings (UPI) — Democratic 


National Committeewoman 
Frances Ohmstede of Guide 
Rock said Tuesday night there 
seems to be a $4 million dis- 
crepancy in financing under the 
proposed state social services 
plan. 


Mrs. Ohmstede also said 


during a hearing on the proposed 
plan in Hastings, one of a 
number being held on the 
proposal across the state before 
it is put into final form, that she 
can't get anyone to account for 
the money. 


But, she said, she plans to get 


her questions answered even if it 
means calling Gov. J. James 
Exon. 


Mrs. 
Ohmstede 
said 


newspaper ads published in ad- 
vance of the hearings said there 
is a total of $18 million in state- 
federal money tied up in the 
plan. But she said in related 
figures provided, only $14 
million is accounted for. 


"I want to know where it is," 


she said, adding she wasn't 
necessarily charging fraud or 
anything like that. 


But she said she called a toll- 


free telephone number into the 


State Welfare Department's 
Division of Social Services, 
which is also provided in the 
advertisements. 


The response to that effort to 


get information, Mrs. Ohmstede 
said, was: "I was told I could 
comment but I couldn't ask 
questions." 


She said she appeared at the 


public hearing as a private 
citizen. 


Deficient bndges are those which will not 


carry a legal load of more than 15 tons and are 
narrower than 24 feet, too narrow for today's traf- 
fic, Nuernberger said. 


Today all bridges are built at least 26 feet wide, 


he pointed out. 


Of 170 bridges surveyed in six northern 


townships only five meet both weight and width 
requirements and 44 bridges will carry only 5 tons 
or less loads, Nuernberger's survey shows. 


Though the report is incomplete, Nuemberger 


feels that most of the county's bndges will have to 
be declared unsafe to some degree. 


Closed, Restricted 


The bridges should be reposted this fall, and 


some will be closed while the use of others will be 
restricted, Nuernberger said. 


Some bridges, those hovering around the 0 ton 


load limit, have already been barricaded and will 
be restricted only to local traffic. "They really 
should be closed," Nuernberger pointed out. 


Nuernberger hopes to update all the bridges in 


the future, but how long that will take and how 
much money will be involved he hasn't yet es- 
timated. 


Most of the smaller bridges will be replaced 


with box culverts, he said. 


Federal funds can be used for a portion of both 


the "off system" and "federal aid secondary" 
bndges, but the funds will be depleted before all 
bndges are upgraded, Nuernberger said. 


Three county bndges are scheduled for an Oc- 


tober bid letting, and fixing just those three will use 
most of the $165,000 in federal money alloted the 
county for "off system'' bridges this year, 
Nuernberger said. 


Additional funds may be available if a pool is 


created from federal funds not used by other coun- 
ties, Nuernberger said. 


Other federal funds, up to $450,000 a year, are 


also available for those few bndges on the federal 
aid secondary system, he said. 


Bus Routes, Land Service 


School bus routes and land service will be used 


as guidelines in determining which bndges will be 
updated first. Nuernberger said. 


"We can't expect a farmer to go 10 miles out of 


his way to get someplace as he may have to do 
now." Nuernberger said. 


Nuernberger said the quality of bridges con- 


structed more than 50 years ago is "amazing" but 
they haven't been maintained. Two bridges have 
collapsed this year in the county. 


5 Terrorists 
Board Plane 
In Malaysia 


Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia (AP» — Five 


terrorists who had been holding about 50 hostages 
left the U.S. Embassy here Wednesday and 
boarded an airliner waiting to take them from 
Malaysia to a still unknown destination. They 
earned revolvers and hand grenades. 


It was not immediately known if the terrorists 


had taken any hostages aboard the plane. 


The five terrorists, carrying their guns, 


boarded a bus outside the American International 
Assurance building along with 15 hostages, said to 
include Swedish Charge d'Affaires Frednk 
Bergenstrahle. He and the U S consul were among 
those seized when the terror drama began Monday. 


Police motorcycle outriders cleared streets of 


traffic as the bus sped toward the airport, where a 
Japan Air Lines DCS was waiting to take them to a 
yet unknown destination. 


The terrorists earher released nine hostages 


after five Japanese radicals were flown here from 
Tokyo to meet their demands 


Waiting at the airport with the airliner and its 


crew of 11 were five radical prisoners flown from 
Tokyo in response to the terrorists' demands. 


Malaysian Home Minister Ghazali Shafi said 


the agreement reached so far in 48 hours of off-on 
negotiations called only for the terror band to go 
the airport where further talks would be held to 
work out details. 


The Japanese have agreed to fly the terrorists 


and their freed comrades out of Malaysia in the 
DC8, but a major problem is the refusal by other 
countries to accept the terrorists. 


One of the hostages freed was an elderly Malay- 


sian woman, Mrs. S.C. Choo. who was earned out 
on a stretcher U S. Embassy spokesman Reuben 
Monson said she was exhausted from the ordeal 
that began Monday morning when a half-dozen 
terronsts shot their way into the building, woun- 
ding a guard and two policemen.

Two Lincoln women, arrested in a July 27 


drug raid, have told The Star that five 
plainclothesmen forcibly entered their house 
without identifying themselves, searched for 
an hour without showing a warrant and 
refused to let them get fully dressed. 


Reports written about the incident by the 


Lancaster County sheriff's office and the Lin- 
coln Police Department differ over the time of 
entry, location of officers prior to the raid and 
the time officers first identified themselves. 


No report about the raid had been written as 


of Tuesday afternoon by a third agency in- 
volved' the Nebraska State Patrol. 


The women — Debbie Childs, 23, and Cindy 


Cavender, 21, both of 3063 T St. — have con- 
tacted Lincoln attorneys Patrick Healey and 
Dennis Bertram. Healey said Tuesday that no 
decision has been made on whether to take 
legal action or file a complaint. 


The raid — participated in by a Lincoln 


Police Department detective, two Nebraska 
State Patrol inspectors and two Lancaster 
County deputy sheriffs — was made late on 
July 27, following an earlier raid at 745 
Charleston in which six persons were arrested, 


Offlcen Had Wamat 


According to police reports, the officers 


then went to the Childs house with a search 
warrant obtained from Judge Jeffre 
Cheuvront by Dep. Joseph Splichal. Police 
records show that Miss Childs and Miss 
Cavender were united for being la the 


presence of a'controlled substance after of- 
ficers found what they said was marijuana in 
the house. 
' Miss Childs and Miss Cavender were 
released early on July 28 without charges 
being filed. 


Miss Cavender said she and her roommate 


Miss Childs were upstairs in the house 
between 11 p.m. and 11:30 p.m., July 27, when 
they heard their dog begin to bark outside. A 
third roommate, Debbie Nispel, 19, was not 
home at the time. 


Miss Cavender said she started downstairs 


to bring the dog in but saw two flashlights 
shining outside the front door, got scared and 
ran upstairs. At this time, the front door was 
kicked in, she said, and two plainclothesmen, 
whom she said bad not yet identified 
themselves, ran after her. 


Lights Went Out 


As she was running upstairs, all the lights in 


the house went out, Miss Cavender said. 
State Patrol investigator C. A. Franssen said 
he read a report in which the officers said they 
found a penny jammed in the house's fuse 
box. The report did not say how the penny got 
there, Franssen said. 


Lincoln Police Capt. John Miller and 


Franssen declined to comment on the inci- 
dent, saying that their officers had only 
backed up the sheriff's deputies. Information 
on the conduct of the raid, they said, would 
have to come from the sheriff's office. 


According to a report written by Dep. 


Splichal and read to a reporter by Sheriff 
Merfe Karnopp, Splichal, State Patrol Inspec- 


tor Gary Garidori and LPD Det. Ron Tussing 
went to the front door of the house while other 
officers covered the back door. 


The report says — when Splichal knocked on 


the door and shouted, "Sheriff's office — 
we're here to serve a warrant," a white female 
came downstairs, looked outside and then ran 
back upstairs. The officers then entered the 
house, it says, 


"Our policy is to identify ourselves, I can 


assure you of that," Karnopp said. 


According to a police supplementary report 


dictated by Tussing, he, Dep.-Kennth Jackson 
and State Patrol Inspector Ron Osborne went 
to the back of the house while Splichal and 
Garidori went to the front door. 


Splichal and Garidori knocked on the front 


door and saw a white female walk downstairs, 
look in their direction and then run back up- 
stairs, the report said. 


Had Enough Cause 


"At this time, they had already enough to 


offer them purpose and they kicked the door 
in — opening it forcibly - and entered the 
residence," the report reads. 


Deputy County batty. Robert Gibson said 


Tuesday that he had seen the search warrant 
used and it was "definitely not a no-knock 
warrant." A check with the Lancaster County 
clerk's office showed that the warrant had not 
yet been filed there. 


Under Nebraska law, an officer may "break 


open any outer or inner door or window of a 
dwelling house or other building" if he is 
refused entry after giving notice of his office 
and purpose or if a judge or magistrate has in- 


dicated on the search warrant that the officer 
may enter without giving such notice. 


Miss Cavender said she had not refused the 


officers entry to the house because they hadn't 
asked. 


Couldn't Get Dressed 


Miss Childs said that when she and Miss 


Cavender were brought downstairs by the of- 
ficers she was wearing only a t-sbirt and un- 
derpants, while Miss Cavender was dressed 
only in a t-shirt. Both women said the officers 
refused to let them get dressed until after the 
search was over and they were taken to police 
headquarters. 


"When you're using that method of entry, 


the first thing you don't think about is 
covering that female. The fast chore fc to get 
that contraband," Franssen said. "If they 
were busy searching, they were doing their 
job." 


Neither police nor sheriffs reports men- 


tioned how the women were dressed during 
the raid. 


Miss Childs also said the women were not 


shown a search warrant until about an hour 
after the search started. 


In the police report, Tussing says the 


women were shown the warrant before the 
search began and that they were read their 
rights about 11.45 p.m. 


The county report says the officers iden- 


tified themselves before entering about mid- 
night, showed the women the warrant upstairs 
and read them their rights downstairs about 
12:10 aja. 
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Censors Keep /ncf/o In Dork 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - Most to- 


> dians are unaware that Prime Minister 


Indira Gandhi is rewriting laws in a bid to 


' set aside her conviction of corrupt elec- 


toral practices. 


Government censors have blocked any 


substantive reporting of the legislative 
amendments introduced in Parliament 
on Monday and passed by toe lower 
house on Tuesday. 


Indian newspapers and the government 


radio network — the only broadcasting 
medium in the country — have been 
allowed to use only skeletal reports that 
Parliament is considering "amendments 
to the Representation of the People Act 
J951." 
• No details of the amendments have 
been published. Nor have censors even 
•permitted Indian newsmen to say that the 
legislation is linked in any way with Mrs. 
UGandhi's conviction on corruption 
ftbarges in the 1971 election, which she is 


appealing to the Supreme Court on Mon- 
day. 


Here is what one Indian news agency 


was permitted to report on the passage of 
the amendments by the lower house of 
Parliament, the Lok Sabha: 


"The Lok Sabha today approved the 


election laws amendment bill incor- 
porating two official amendments moved 
by Law Minister H.R. Gokhate. The bill 
sought to amend the Representation of 
the People Act 1951 and the Indian penal 
code." 


That is all Indian newspapers were 


being allowed to print in Wednesday mor- 
ning papers about the parliamentary ac- 
tion. 


The censors didn't give any reasons. 
Technically, reporting the legislative 


amendments does not violate any cen- 
sorship regulations laid down by the in- 
formation ministry following Mrs. 
Gandhi's declaration of an emergency 
June 26. 


Copies of the amendments circulated to 


Parliament members are considered 
government statements, which are 
specifically allowed for publication. 


United News of India, one of the two 


national agencies, obtained a copy of the 
proposed .amendments and distributed 
the text and an accompanying story on 
Sunday afternoon. 


However, censors had UNI kill the 


story two hours later. 


UNI and Press Trust of India, the other 


agency, routinely sent the test again — 
and a fresh narrative — on Monday mor- 
ning after the bill was formally in- 
troduced in the lower house. The total 
came to more than 1,000 words. 


Nearly three hours later, however, the 


two agencies asked editors to kill the 
stories "under latest instructions 
received from the censors." Then the 
agencies moved a substitute dispatch of 
less than 100 words. 


On Tuesday, both agencies were 


required to submit their Parliament copy 
to censors before transmission. When the 
lower house voted, the agencies sent out a 
censored two-line dispatch. 


Some foreign correspondents who also 


sent full dispatches were called to the 
censor's office and told they should not 
have linked Mrs. Gandhi's case with the 
amendments. 


Foreign newsmen are not required to 


submij their dispatches in advance of 
transmitting them abroad, but are 
required to take copies to the censor's of- 
fice afterwards.

Redford and 


Anxious Home Canners 
Flock To Goodwill Offer 


Minneapolis, Minn (AP) — 


The entire supply of 2.8 million 
canning jar lids purchased by 
Goodwill Industries of 
Minneapolis has already been 
ordered by home canners, and a 
lot more lids are wanted. 


The organization and the U.S. 


Commerce Department last 
Thursday announced the 
emergency plan to distribute lids 
by mail order The goal was to 
ease the nationwide shorage of 
lids as consumers begin to 
harvest garden products. 


The lids purchased from three 


suppliers were offered to mail 
order customers. Nine dozen lids 
were to be packaged per $5 
order, with no more than one 
order accepted from one 
household The 2 8 million supp- 
ly was sufficient for 26.000 
orders. 


The first lids shipped to 


Goodwill's Minneapolis plant 
arrived Monday By that time, 
90,000 orders already had been 
received 


Donald Giese, Goodwill In- 


dustries executive director in 
Minneapolis, expressed hope 
that more lids would be ob- 
tained. Until that possibility has 
been exhausted, it was decided 
not to return the checks to per- 
sons whose orders couldn't be 
filled from the initial supply. 


In Washington, Matthew 


Warren of Goodwill Industries of 
America said efforts were being 
made to obtain more lids. He 
was in contact with the 
Commerce Department and 
with Sen Hubert Humphrey, D- 
Minn., described as "sym- 
pathetic to the problem." 


Warren said that at this point, 


before any orders actually had 
been filled, it had already been 
demonstrated that the Goodwill 
plan "is an effective way of over- 
coming a serious distribution 
problem " 


"In view of that, we're asking 


for more lids," Warren said. 
"We hope the request will be 
complied with by the manufac- 
turers " 


Warren said there were two 


major points to the plan. One 
was to test, with the Department 
of Commerce, the citizens' need 
for lids. The other was to offer 
employment to the handicapped 
persons employed by Goodwill 
Industries 


"We're not surprised at the 


demand," said Warren. "Westill 
hope to comply with most of the 
requests " 


Giese, in Minneapolis, said: 


"We're holding onto all the 
orders we've received until we 
find out if we can get more lids." 


The shipping by United Parcel 


Service will begin when cartons 


arrive for packaging the lids into 
quantities of nine dozen. 


"We haven't sent out a lid 


yet," Giese said. "Maybe 
tomorrow." Manufacturers have 
said they are turning out record 
numbers of lids this year, but 
many home canners have been 
unable to find them in stores. 
The emergency arrangement 
was designed to help such gar- 
deners. 


Orders for lids are to be ad- 


dressed to "Goodwill Industries 
of Minneapolis; Minneapolis, 
Minn.: 55412." A check or 
money order for $5 is to accom- 
pany each order. In addition, a 
stamped, 
self-addressed 


envelope is to be included for 
return of the money if the order 
eventually can't be filled.

Portuguese Break Cordon 


Villa Nova de Famalicao, Portugal — The 


five-day siege of the Communist headquarters 
in the Portuguese textile town of Famalicao 
ended when thousands of townspeople broke 
through the encircling cordon of security 
forces, who withheld their fire, and sacked 
the premises.

Sheet Steel Hike Set 


New York — The Arraco Steel Corp. said it 


planned to raise prices of the key rolled and 
sheet products an average of 9% next Sunday. 
This would mean substantial increases in 
prices of cars, refrigerators and other 
household and industrial products. The ad- 
ministration, expecting other steel makers to 
follow suit, urged restraint. Armco said its 
costs had risen 17.4% in the last 13 months. 


Mail Opened 7958-70 


Washington — The Federal Bureau of 


Investigation opened and photographed 
foreign and domestic mail, chiefly addressed 
to Soviet-bloc missions here and in 
Washington, from 1958 at least until 1970, ac- 
cording to a source with direct knowledge of 
the operation. The FBI acknowledged doing 
this to thwart espionage efforts until former 
Director J. Edgar Hoover ordered the activity 
stopped in 1966. It said nothing of this sort was 
undertaken after 1966.

Klik-It officials say indepen- 


dent laboratory tests prove the 
lids, which can be used on 
Mason jars, can be reused and 
still retain the vacuum necessary 
to seal home canning jars.

Gamblers' Flight Set 


Freeport, Bahamas (UPI) — 


Bahamasair, the national airline, 
has inaugurated "gambler 
junket" flights nightly between 
Miami and this resort city. Total 
cost to El Casino here and back 
is $36, and those making the trip 
are not required to gamble. 


"We could sell 10 times what 


we are producing," said A. L. 
Botkin, president of Desplames 
Manufacturing. "Our problem is 
that we're too small We are 
working nearly round the 
clock." 


Botkin said the company has 


supplied close to 10 million of 
the resuable canning lids to 
retail stores since mid-June. 


The lids are slightly more 


expensive than the old style lids. 
They usually retail for about 99 
cents a dozen. 


Botkin said some of the caps 


have been used as many as 9 or 
10 times in company tests He 
said the caps are reusable 
because of a special lubricant 
and vents that allow pressure to 
escape and then reseal. 


Home canners have been com- 


plaining that there is a serious 
shortage of the non-reusable lids 
to go on reusable canning jars. 
Manufacturers say they have 
been working 7 days a week, 24 
hours a day to meet the un- 
precedented demand for home 
canning supplies. 


HEMEL HEMPSTEAD, 


England (AP) — A "female" ef- 
figy of the legendary Loch Ness 
monster, complete with flashing 
green eyes and long, curly 
eyelashes, set out for Scotland 
on Tuesday to sound a "mating 
call" on the murky lake. 


The "mate-a-monster" project 


was conceived by the firemen of 
Hertfordshire and is less in the 
interests of science than in 
raising money for their 
benevolent fund. 


Ronald Percival, divisional 


staff officer at Hertfordshire fire 
brigade headquarters, said the 
men have studied the numerous 
reports of the strange aquatic 
creature believed to inhabit 
Loch Ness and are convinced 
there is "something out there." 


"Based on the assumption that 


there is only one beast and that 
it must be male, the firemen 
have constructed a female 
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"Nessie," Percival said "She is 
designed to float and snort water 
vapor and is fitted with an elec- 
tronic monster mating call" 


It took the firemen six months 


to build the paper-mache effigy 
around a frame of wood and 
wire that floats on a raft of oil 
drums. She is traveling by truck 
from the Hemel Hempstead fire 
station to Loch Ness, where the 
firemen hope to launch her Sun- 
day after six fund-raising stops at 
fire stations en route 


Percival said two firemen will 


sit inside the effigy to navigate 
by periscope and man her out- 
board motor. They will have 
cameras just in case the monster 
does turn up, Percival said. 


The truck bearing Nessie 


caused a bit of a traffic jam 
Tuesday as it set out from Hemel 
Hempstead 
Two bagpipers 


cleared the way as passers-by 
gaped. 


The firemen joked that the 


"world"s oldest trick" might 


lure the monster from the Loch 
Ness depths after the failure of 
mimsubmarines, 
sophisticated 


sonar gear and underwater 
cameras. 


"And if the monster isn't a 


male, it won't matter," Percival 
said. "She won't be able to resist 
coming up for a peek at the op- 
position. 


"We can't lose either way."

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Confederate Gen. Robert E. Lee 
won his final skirmish of the 
Civil War Tuesday when Presi- 
dent Ford restored his full rights 
of citizenship. 


"This legislation corrects a 


110-year oversight in American 
history," Ford declared as he 
signed a resolution on the 
collonaded portico of the Lee 
mansion in nearby Arlington, 
Va. 


A dozen descendants of the 


commander of the Confederate 
armies and about 300 sweltering 
tourists observed as Ford 
praised Lee as a "symbol of 
valor and duty." 


"His restoration of full 


citizenship is an event in which 
every American can take pride," 
Ford said. 


The President used two pens 


to sign the resolution, passed 
recently by Congress. He 
presented one to Robert E. Lee 
V, a great-great-grandson of the 
Confederate general. The other 
went to Sen. Harry F. Byrd Jr., 
Ind-Va., who led a five-year cam- 
paign on behalf of the measure. 


Lee was stripped of his 


political rights because of his 
leadership of the Southern 
forces in the Civil War. 


Ford noted that Lee felt 


strongly after the war that the 
South must rebuild and become 
a strong part of the Union and 
that his request for restoration 


of citizenship in 1865 was a sym- 
bol of that desire. 


Lee executed an oath of 


allegiance with his request to 
President Andrew Johnson. But 
the oath somehow became lost, 
sparking suggestions of high- 
level intrigue in Reconstruction- 
era Washington and leaving Lee 
officially unreconstructed as far 
as the history books were con- 
cerned. 


Lee died in 1870 without 


regaining his full citizenship. 


Without any traces of the oath, 


previous efforts to restore Lee's 
citizenship posthumously failed 
to make it through Congress 
Then in 1970, Lee's oath of 
allegiance was discovered 
among old State Department 
records located in the National 
Archives. 


Byrd then led the long 


fight on Lee's behalf The Senate 
passed the resolution un- 
animously in April and the 
House gave its approval by a 407- 
10 vote last month over the 
objections of some Northerners 
who argued that it should in- 
clude amnesty for Vietnam war 
draft evaders. 


Following the ceremony. Ford 


spent 20 minutes shaking hands 
with the tourists gathered in 
Arlington National Cemetery.

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American Consumers' Debts Rise Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Reserve Board reported 
Tuesday that Americans in 
creased their indebtedness 
during June by the largest 
amount in nine months 


Total consumer credit in- 


creased 1545 million for the se- 
cond monthly advance Con- 
sumer credit ha<f declined in su 
of the seven months previous to 
May's $72 million rise. 


The increase, the largest since 


September's 9879 million rise, 
apparently reflected consumer 
confidence inspired by the in- 
come tax rebates and social 
security payments provided by 
the federal government in an ef- 
fort to prod the economy out of 
the recession 


The extra money apparently 


not only encouraged consumers 
to buy on credit, but also 
triggered a record repayment of 
past debts 
The Fed said 


repayments of installment loans 
during June totaled $13 54 
billion, surpassing the record 
(13 52 billion in December 


The net result of the changes 


was a total outstanding in- 
debtedness for consumers at the 
end of June of $1861 billion 


Fluctuations in consumer 


credit provide an indication of 
people's willingness to commit 
future earnings to spending on 
such items as cars, furniture and 


household goods 
It also 


provides an indication of con- 
sumers' general confidence or 
lack of it in the future of the 
economy 


The Fed said the advance in 


'indebtedness was spread across 
all major categories The largest 
increases in installment credit 
were in personal loans and the 
miscellaneous category covering 
consumer goods other than 
automobiles 


Chinese Cross Wheat, Rye To Create Triticale 


Tokyo (AP) - China has 


developed a new manmade 
cereal crop higher in protein 
content than wheat and adap- 
table to conditions that are poor 
for wheat growing, the official 
Hsmhua news agency said 
Tuesday 


Hsinhua said the new crop, 


"octoploid tnticale," does not 
exist in nature and was made by 
crossing wheat and rye and 
providing chemical treatment to 
make the new crop reproduce 


Based on regional tests, it 


said, "the tnticale varieties 
developed now have a promising 
future in those parts of China 


where wheat yields are kept low 
by aridity, alkalinity and low 
temperature in mountainous 
lands with high altitude " 


The new crop's flour is com- 


parable to bread wheat flour 
both in whiteness and baking 
quality, Hsinhua added It said 
triticak straw can be used as 


animal feed 


"This achievement not only 


gives China a good new species 
of cereal crop, but also furnishes 
important experience that the 
evolution process of wheat 
might be accelerated and 
directed by man, the agency 
said

Taking its final look at the city budget, 


the City Council used the meat-ax ap- 
proach. It arbitrarily cut two departmental 
budgets by five per cent. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta was reported 


to have said that he doesn't want services 
to be curtailed, but is convinced the 
departments can get by on five per cent 
less than they requested. 


While you can't be too critical of Sikyta 


for such an attitude, it is an approach that 
could be improved upon. It is common 
procedure with legislative bodies such as 
the City Council to assume that ad- 
ministrative budgets have some unap- 
parent fat in them. 


On that basis, it is not uncommon for 


such budgets to get something as an across- 
the-board percentage cut. But two things 
are pertinent to such action. 


One, tiie administrative Dudgets nave 


already been cut from .their original 
requests by Mayor Helen Boosalis. Thus, 
the council is considering, not initial 
departmental requests, but the final figures 
as they have been pared by the mayor's of- 
fice. 


Secondly, the matter of fat in ad- 


ministrative budgets is a matter of debate. 
There can be no doubt that city 


departments could operate with a five per 
cent budget cut. 


But there can be little doubt, either, 


that such a cut would produce some cur- 
tailment of services. The curtailment might 
be small enough that, in the end, it would 
never be really noticed by citizens. 


On the other hand, the curtailment 


could be of such a nature that a direct ser- 
vice to citizens would be eliminated. One 
budget being cut, for instance, is that of the 
city garage. 


If the cut means just a little tightening 


up of operations but no real reduction of 
service, that is one thing. But if the cut 
means equipment problems for the city 
and a corresponding reduction in such 
things as street-cleaning, snow removal, 
etc., then the result is something else. 


Most citizens would agree with Sikyta 


that taxes ought to be kept as low as possi- 
ble without a reduction in essential ser- 
vices. It is the responsibility of the City 
Council to make sure that both elements in 
this equation are sustained. 


The danger lies in making assumptions 


that prove to be incorrect. In making cuts, 
the council is obligated to have a good un- 
derstanding of just what effect such an ac- 
tion will have on municipal services. 


We Don'f Understand 


Our failure to understand something, 


in the view of some readers, may be 
nothing unusual. We are informed now and 
then that we hardly understand anything, 
at all. 


But being either fearless or blissful, we 


will continue with our thoughts. It strikes 
us as a little strange that efforts at updating 
the city's comprehensive plan should be 
hung up on the indecisions of the City 
Council. 


Those who are a part of drafting the 


proposed new comprehensive plan have 
said that the effort is now stalled, due to 
City Council uncertainty in the area of land 
use. population projections and transporta- 
tion, especially arterial street policy. 


The Technical Committee working on 


the comprehensive plan is said to have 
ceased its work because some basic 
decisions they thought were cast in con- 
crete apparently aren't, after all. The 
amazing thing is that anyone or any group 
trying to draft a comprehensive plan would 
consider anything as cast in concrete. 


It would seem to us that a large part of 


the work of the committee would be to 
look at things as they are now done and see

if there would be merit in changing them. 
We would think the committee itself would 
rebel at having to do its work in light of 
policies set in concrete. 


That committee should never have 


accepted as gospel, for instance, the 
designation of an arterial street at one-mile 
intervals throughout the city. Even without 
the City Council, the committee should 
have looked critically at the wisdom of 
such a policy. 


It should then formulate what it thinks 


is a proper policy and fit the comprehen- 
sive plan to it. If the council doesn't like 
what has been done, it is the job of that 
body to make changes. 


We find it difficult to approve of the 


Technical Committee's curtailment of its 
work. And we suspect that the committee 
is harboring a bit of blackmail in its heart. 


Having seen an old and comfortable 


favorite such as one-mile arterial intervals 
discarded by the council, the committee 
may be trying to muscle the principle back 
into council favor by stymieing work on the 
comprehensive plan. What's wrong with 
planning at the moment cannot all be laid 
in the lap of the City Council

whole issue of detente A lesser 
man could not have moved the 
debate to center stage, or put 
into such sharp focus the sorry 
fact that Mr. Ford is — 
Mayaguez withstanding — not 
his own man in foreign affairs 


For better or worse, ours is a 


national culture that insists on 
couching its foreign policy in 
terms of morality Whereas 
other countries would have 
accepted detente with Russia as 
a political tactic, many 
Americans have bought the con- 
cept as "working for peace" and 
the cornerstone of a new era. 
Thus, the overall policy of 
detente has been more greatly 
harmed by the moral confronta- 
tion with Solzhemtsyn than by 
dozens of economic-military- 
political analyses of U.S.-Soviet 
.technological exchanges, wheat 
deals, strategic arms limitation 
talks and U.S. recognition of 
Eastern European boundaries. 
In fact, 1'affair Solzhenitsyn has 
now given impetus and focus to 
such analyses, and the weakness 
of Henry Kissinger's detente 
policy stands ever more exposed. 
Probably detente was useful 
back in 1972-73 — under Richard 
Nixon, perhaps it was working. 


But that is not true today. 


Politically, Solzhenitsyn has 


done what Ronald Reagan or 
Henry Jackson have not been 
able to do, and that is expose the 
"Mayaguez myth" of Gerald 
Ford as a great and decisive in- 
ternational leader. How much of 
a decisive leader can he be if he 
lets Henry Kissinger tell him he 
can't see Solzhenitsyn lest he dis- 
comfort the Russians? A tough , 
leader — a man who ran his own 
foreign policy — would have had 
Solzhenitsyn in for a brief chat 
just to show Mr. Brezhnev that 
the United States could, when 
convenient, trot the author out 
for a moral fusillade or two.

But it now appears that Mr. 


Ford is not the man who for- 
mulates foreign policy. Henry 
Kissinger has that portfolio The 
stalwart presidential leadership 
image created by the flukish 
Mayaguez episode has now been 
at least partly destroyed by a se- 
cond fluke — the Solzhenitsyn 
fumble. Taking policy from 
Kissinger is one thing, but being 
so committed to cultivation of 
Russia for space spectaculars, 
foreign visits and disarmament 
summits is something else, and 
it is difficult to see much 
rationale for the Helsinki and 
Eastern European trip beyond 
Mr. Ford's desire to put on 
another "world leader show." 
(When Mr. Ford was in Italy 
during late spring, his staff was 
required to furnish him with 
continuous reports of how his 
venture was being covered in the 
American press. 'Nuff said?) 


Sensible dealings with Russia 


must go on. But let us eschew 
the one-way concessions of a 
detente polky that has become a 
military-economic trap and a 
stage prop of ineffective 
leadership.

Watts Plus Ten 


Ten years ago, on Aug. 11, 


1965, the predominantly black 
Watts section of Los Angeles 
exploded A seemingly ordinary 
arrest attempt led to six days of 
violence that left 34 persons 
dead, 1,032 injured, and $40 
million in property damage. 


It also established a new 


pattern of racial protest for the 
remainder of the Sixties. The 
black civil rights movement had 
always employed non-violent 
tactics, such as sit-ins, freedom 
rides, and peaceful marches and 
mass demonstrations. But it was 
largely a middle-class move- 
ment. Watts was a spontaneous, 
leaderless explosion of rage by 
black ghetto-dwellers who had. 
benefitted little if at all from 
federal civil rights legislation. 


Other cities may have felt that 


"it can't happen here." Bat it 
did, again and agate, over the 
next few years. Detroit, Chicago, 
Newark, Washington, D.C., and 
a host of other communities 
experienced Watts-style oat- 
bursts of rioting, looting and 
burning. 


* * £ 
But conditions have not un- 


proved, and in many ways the 
nation's black ghettos are in 
worse shape now than they were 
a decade ago. The rates of crime 
and of unemployment, which 
were at intolerable levels then, 
have continued to' climb. And 
government 
promises 


notwithstanding:, large stretches 
of burned-out ghetto have not 
been rebuilt. 


Apathy and fear prevail. 


Speaking of today's Watts, Lt 
Ted Cooke of the Los Angeles 
Police Department said: "The 
community is behind bars. Peo- 
ple can't have their kids in the 
street because someone will 
steal their coats or shoot them. 
If they go to the store they're 
afraid of being robbed on the 
way. When they go into the store 
they're afraid of getting their 
purses snatched. When they 
come out they're afraid of get- 
ting robbed of their groceries 
and they hope their car's there 
and when they come home they 
hope their furniture's in the 
house." 


A National Advisory Commis- 


sion on Civil Disorders reported 
to President Johnson hi 1968 
that the deep, underlying cause 
of urban riots was "the racial at- 
titudes and behavior of white 
Americans toward black 
Americans." In one of the most 
controversial statements of, the 
Sixties, the commission asserted 
that the persistence of "white 
racism" was moving the nation 
"toward two societies, one 
black, one white — separate and 
unequal." 


Tom Pettit, an NBC television 


newsman, covered the Watte 
riots in 1965 and recently 
returned there for a 10th an- 
niversary TV special. He was dis- 
majred by what he saw. Asked if 
he thought another minor inci- 
dent during a hot spell could 
spark a fresh round of rioting, he 
replied, " . . . Yes, it could."

Firemen Well Trained

To "Concerned Citizen" who favors subsidy to ambulance 


companies. (Lincoln Star, August 2): It surely would have been 
nice if you had checked into your statements before you wrote 
them if you are as concerned as you say you are. 


It is true, we do have a very professional Fire Department. 


They are trained to fight fires but they also are trained in 
lifesaving support. Every member has been given training in 
C.P.R. As a matter of record, there are some members on the 
Fire Department who have Instructor's Certificates for teaching 
C.P.R. and have been asked to teach it outside 'of the depart- 
ment. 


You speak of experience. There is a total of at least 15 years 


or more experience in emergency situations on each fire ap- 
paratus that responds to emergencies. Have you yourself honest- 
ly seen a fire-fighter interfere with the patient's well-being? 


Ambulances are required to respond to a call if they have a 


unit in service and available. This is in accordance to maintain 
their license. Has any citizen in the City of Lincoln ever been 
billed by the Fire Department for any type of service rendered 
no matter how trivial? 


Over half of the Fire Department has had the 81-how 


E.M.T. class so the only extensive training the fire-fighter would 
have to go through would be upgrading to para-medic status, 
which would be on the level of the Bryan Heart Team. 


Yes, the city would have to purchase ambulances and some 


equipment. But it would belong to the city and you as a 
taxpayer. In subsidy form, the city (your tax money) would not 
be able to reclaim anything that they would use the money for. 


You asked, are we willing to pay more tax dollars for less 


service. If you pay (your tax money) subsidy, then need 
emergency transportation by ambulance, you would be billed 
from the ambulance company for use. Isn't this paying twice for 
the service? Can you as a concerned citizen guarantee us they 
won't be back next year for more money? We understand the 
ambulance companies have lost money on accounts that were 
uncollectible in the area of ftt.OOO. This figure Is way below the 
$120,000 to $180,000 snbsidy per company they are asking us to 
give.

Hiey 
laogh and tell me it to normal 
aid woa't harm me. 


I am a very nervous person, 


and I have started taking 
traoquilizers three times a day, 
and that hasn't helped. I have 
been told to learn to live with it. 


Can you tell me why it 


happens? And please don't laugh 
at me.—Mrs. G. 


I won't laugh at you. When 


your doctors laugh, it is probably 
intended as a laugh of 
reassurance for you. 


And if four doctors have told 


you you have a healthy heart, 
you should begin suspecting at 
least one of them could be right. 


I'm not going to tell you that 


irregular heartbeats are normal. 
However, I can tell you that this 
can occur in perfectly healthy in- 
dividuls. Why? There can be 
many reasons that do not reflect 
any heart disease. 


A healthy heart can be sub- 


jected to many things that can 
affect its activity and cause tran- 
sient little 
irregularities. 


Caffeine and tobacco, an overac- 
tive thyroid gland, or — and this 
may be applicable hi your case 
— nerves. You said you were the 
nervous type. 


What about the domestic 


situation? Your three youngsters 
may get on your nerves. And 
since you make a point of men- 
tioning them in your letter, this 
may well be a factor with you. 
Nervousness can cause fatigue, 
and general fatigue can cause in- 
nocent heartbeat symptoms such 
as you described. 


You have tried tranquilizers 


without any obvious effect. 
These would not counteract the 


effects of excessive caffeine, 
or of tobacco or of an overactive 
thyroid. Since they are not 
helping, perhaps you should con- 
sider foregoing them.; What to 
do? 


Number one, try to rid 


yourself of what appears to be a 
"heart fixation." This is counter- 
productive. Then review your 
living habits. Ask for a thyroid 
test to rule out any problem 
there. 


There are drugs, incidentally, 


quinidine sulfate among them, 
which can reduce the skipping of 
the beats, but this must be 
prescribed, and since none of 
your doctors has seen fit to 
prescribe such medication, they 
must not feel it necessary in your 
case. 


Finally, of course, you can cut 


down on alcohol, smoking, 
coffee, tea and cola drinks, if you 
use any of those in excess.

^Losing Fairbury Campus 'Blow'

Fairbury - The possibility of losing this 


town's 34-year-old community college to 
Beatrice's Pershing campus has some 
leaders here virtually sizzling. 


Some are even comparing any such 


prospect to the frontier thefts of 
courthouses by a number of Nebraska com- 
munities. The reactions vary from surprise 
to strong anger. 


"We have worked too long and too hard 


for the school to be taken away now," said 
Lyle Johnson, Chamber of Commerce 
president, "ft appears the university is 
trying to pass off the Beatrice facility and if 
we don't speak out it may be at our 
expense." 


Chamber manager Marvin Engel, ter- 


ming the discussed change "both an 
economic and cultural blow," said an 
emergency meeting wifl be held this week 
to discuss the matter. Attending will be 
directors both of the chamber and the Fair- 
bury Industrial Development Corp. 


The possibility of the shift emerged when 


the University of Nebraska offered the 
vacated Beatrice campus to Southeast 
Nebraska Technical Community College. 
The later's board rejected the facility last 
month on the basis of a $2 million price tag, 
but the gift proposal has yet to come before 
the board. 


It is expected to headline the agenda 


when the board convenes Aug. 19 at » 
meeting tenatively scheduled at Fairbury. 
While there has been no outright discussion 
of closing Fairbury, operated by SeTech 
along with Lincoln and Milford campuses, 
there have been distinct hints in that direc- 
tion. 


Of the three campuses, Fairbury alone 


appears to be somewhat vulnerable to a 
relocation. Recent board discussion of the 
Pershing campus evoked one comment 
from Dr. Eugene Marcy, Fairbury campus 
director, that "it has a tot of ramifications 
for Fairbury." 


While an over-built dormitory has 


brought financial problems at Fairbury, 
some residents are questioning the logic of 
moving to a campus with even greater dor- 
mitory capacity. Fairbury's dorm was 
designed to house 128 students and 
averaged only 42 last year. Pershing's resi- 
dent capacity is 720. 


"It wouldn't make sense, either to 


myself or to taxpayers, to move to a site 
which is strictly a live-in facility such as 
Pershing," said Ted Doyle, a Fairbunan 
and SeTech board member. "What we real- 
ly need is a replacement for our Lincoln 
facilities, but Pershing would require too 
much travel for that to be feasible." 


Doyle said it would be a "show of bad 


faith" if the board would close Fairbury

$200,000 Suit

The plaintiff is Terry David 


Young, 27, who contends he was 
confined in jail for two days. 


He later was indicted by the

He did add, 
however, that it would be difficult to utilize 
all the space at Pershing, since Fairbury's 
enrollment last year was approximately 
350. 


A high percentage of the students, most- 


ly from surrounding counties, commute on 
a daily basis.

Blind Campers Living It Up

Lexington — It took four painstaking days, off and on, for 


Claudia Waterhouse's fingers to make a lone strand of macrame.- 
But it was beautiful. 


So was the attitude of the bright Lincoln teenager and that of 


her young blind friends. 


"People should hear these kids laugh about the advantage 


they have over sighted children ' said Mrs Tilden Jones, crafts 
instructor. "To them it didn't matter when it came 'lights out' 
time in the cabins. They just wer.i nght on working into the 
night."

Accomplishment and laughter were what it was all about last 


week for 64 visually handicapped youngsters living it up for six 
days at Camp Arrowhead. Though unable to see the sprawling 
SOft-acre camp, they touched and tasted and listened with 10 times 
the savor of persons with vision. 


With a minimum of inhibition, they hiked and rode horseback 


and ran races and played Softball. Some of the most nervy ones 
even tried water skiing at nearby Johnson Lake. 


This was the fourth year of such experiences in this state by 


National Camps for Blind Children. Co-sponsors were the Chris- 
tian Record Braille Foundation and the campgrounds' owner, the 
Seventh-Day Adventist Church. 


'More Appreciative' 


"It's incredible how little these kids differ from those without 


handicaps," said Lloyd Enckson, a Canadian native directing this 
camp as well as several other sessions for sighted children. 
"There is one thing ... these kids are more enthusiastic and ap- 
preciative. Why, one day they cheered an announcement that the 
sun was coming out — yet many can't even see it." 


A new experience for many was the cuddling of animals, in- 


cluding white rabbits and even a pet raccoon, at a nature center. 
Excess energy found outlets in such specially adapted sports as 
footracing and "beeper Softball " 


Both have Telephone Pioneers of America to thank for the 


sports' unique equipment. Parallel cables strung over a 100-yard 
course permit racing as runners hold to sliding straps. A beeping 
Softball enables players to hit and field in that game, and bases 
also emit sounds so they can be located 


Considered 'Legally Blind' 


According to Wendell Carpenter of Lincoln, district represen- 


tative of Christian Record Braille, most other activities are no 
different than for sighted campers. Those attending are con- 
sidered "legally blind." meaning that their corrected vision is no 
better than 20'200. 


Besides Miss Waterhouse, 17, six other Lincoln residents 


attended They were Keith Sullivan, Lloyd Watts, Susan Ostgaard, 
Jerry Rable, Mike Riblett and Leon Ball. 


A verteran of all the Nebraska encampments as well as an 


earlier one in Oklahoma, Carpenter becomes more of an 
enthusiast annually for the programs. The Nebraska camp is one 
of 23 now held throughout the nation. 


Most From School 


Thirty-seven of the youngsters, ages 9 to 19, were 


Nebraskans. the majority from the Nebraska School for the 
Visually Handicapped at Nebraska City. The others were 
Coloradoans except for one girl from Council Bluffs. 


"You 
just love these kids after you're around them," 


exclaimed Carpenter. "A lot of them have never had much oppor- 
tunity just to be kids, but they're still tremendously vivacious." 


Exon Amazed, Shocked At HEW Decision 


The theory that government is 


best when controlled at the level 
closest to the people suffered a 
major setback Tuesday in the 
eyes of Gov J. James Exon's ad- 
ministration. 


And William Hoppner, an 


Exon aide, said local desires for 
future health care projects could 
suffer as a result. 


The US. Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare 
Tuesday set up three regional 
health service areas for

Stillwater. Okla. (UPI) - 


Keeping filters clean and having 
the central air conditioning unit 
serviced every year will cut fuel 
bills and keep the unit working 
efficiently. 


The Oklahoma State Universi- 


ty Home Extension Service also 
recommends installing an attic 
vent fan to remove some of the 
heat in attics. Temperatures in 
attics can reach 140-160 degrees 
on a hot day. 


Nebraska over the objections of 
Exon. who said the existing six 
areas should be kept. 


The action is considered im- 


portant because new federal law 
gives the area boards broad 
powers over health facility 
locations, size and services that 
will be developed 


Basically, the action keeps the 


Southeast Nebraska Health Ser- 
vice Area (including Lincoln) 
and the Midlands Area (Omaha) 
intact but merges four outstate 
areas into one. 


"This means that Scottsbluff 


and Norfolk are going to be in 
the same health planning area," 
Hoppner said. "Decisions are 
going to have to be made on 
health projects that are 400 miles 
apart," he said. 


The existing six-region system 


provides more local input and 
has worked very well, Hoppner 
said. 


Jim Suter, state health plan- 


ning director, said the federal 
directive ignores the inherent 
problems in delivering health 
services in rural areas. 


Hoppner said Exon was 


"amazed and shocked at the 
total disregard" of local wishes. 


"It was fairly obvious that the 


federal bureaucrats had made a 
predetermined decision as to 
what was best for the State of 
Nebraska in the health planning 
area, and the input and 
experience of Nebraska's 
citizens and their governor were 
given little attention," Exon 
said. 


Despite his objections, Exon 


said he will try to ensure that 
local input remains an integral 
part of the new health planning 
areas. 


The next step in the process 


will be the naming of the three 
agencies to direct the new health 
service areas. The existing 
Midlands and Southeast 
Nebraska groups 
reportedly 


would like to have this new role. 


LES Holds 'Shirt Sleeves' Sessions

Lincoln Electric System (LES) 


officials held two "shirt sleeves" 
sessions at gcity Hall Tuesday 
aimed at shedding some light on 
how electric rates are formed. 


LES invited citizens, groups 


and officials to attend the 
meetings in an attempt to 
explain how the rates are set up, 
what problems the electric in- 
dustry has in obtaining fuel and 
to answer questions about the 
rate structure. 


Electric rates have been com- 


ing under increasing criticism as 
being excessively high. Some 
have charged the rates en- 
courage waste by heavy users 
and penalize the tow income 
user. 


Two rate hikes were approved 


by the City Council within the 
past year. Two more back-to- 
back increases are proposed. 
The first is proposed to go into 
effect in September, the second, 
in January. 


LES officials maintain the rate 


hikes are needed to cover the in- 
creased costs to purchase power 
and to establish a financial base 
for LES so it can borrow the 
money to pay for future power 
investments. 


Last year LES revised its rate 


structure, wiping out special low 
rates for customers which had 
all-electric buildings, electric 
water heaters or electric space 
heaters. 


The rates now are based on 


what it costs to provide service, 
LES officials say. The new rate 
structure does subsidize small 
electric users and charges large 
electric users more than the ac- 
tual cost of service. 


A summer and winter rate also 


is charged. Electricity costs 
more during the summer, when 
there is a greater demand for it. 


In answer to a question from 


Lincoln Sen. Wally Bamett, LES 
officials said the city isn't at the 
entire mercy of the Nebraska 
Public Power District (NPPD), 


which sells wholesale power to 
LES. 


LES has other sources of 


power and is planning to go into 
the generating business itself to 
help obtain power, LES 
spokesman Lee Starr reported. 
However, LES will be faced with 
increasing wholesale power 
rates charged by NPPD, he said. 


Bamett pointed out that there 


is no public power review board 


to regulate NPPD, although 
board members are elected to 
govern the district. 


City Council Chairman Man 


Denney described the LES 
seminars as "informative" and 
"good for the public." 


"When more of the public is 


exposed to these things, 
everybody will be better off," 
Denney said. 


Omahon Dies In Crash; 
Wife In Fair Condition

man was dead and his wife was 
hospitalized in Lincoln in fair 
condition after a car-truck crash 
at a county road intersection 
near here. 


The Polk County sheriff's of-

was taken to Lincoln for 
hospitalitation after the accident 


at a county road intersection two 
miles east and a mile north of 
Gresham Monday night

the car was westbound when the 
crash occurred.

Omaha (AP) - Omaha's 


lottery, unique in the nation 
because it will not be run by a 
ttate government, Is running at 
least two months behind 
schedule because of some 
technical problems. 


In the first place, the jdty 


Betterment Corp., the non-prof- 
it group running the show, may 
not be "non-profit," and sec- 
ondly, a lawsuit has been filed to 
block the lottery. 


As envisioned by its support- 


ers, "Big Green," as the lottery 
has been named, would send 


half of its proceeds to the city 
government, the other half to 
City Betterment for projects to 
upgrade the city. The flnt such 
project is a giant parking garage 
in the downtown area near 
O m a h a ' s planned "Super 
Block." 
*^ 


Nebraska statutes allow city's 


to run lotteries if proceeds go for 
city improvements, but specific 
terms in the law are being 
challenged. 


Federal officials have also 


placed some hurdles in the road 
by claiming City Betterment 


must obtain a non-profit, tax- 
exempt status from the In* 
temal Revenue Service (IRS). 


The corporation does not have 


that status, and an application 
for same was not filed until two 
weeks ago. Normally it takes 
about 80 days for the IRS to 
process an application, so the 
lottery, which was originally 
slated to go in early July, may 
now be halted until sometime 
late this month or early next 
month.

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Implications Influence Recommendation

Beer drinkers may soon be buying 


their bom it the Brtnched Oak Lake 
marina, but they will still not be 
allowed to imbibe on the state-owned 
recreational land surrounding the lake. 


The Lancaster County Board, with 


some spoken reservations, unanimously 
recommended the State Liquor Com- 
mission grant approval of an off-tale 
beer license for the marina. 


And one of the main factors influen- 


cing the board's decision was an im- 
plication by the attorney representing 
the marina owners that the State Game 
and Parks Commission will allow con- 
sumption of alcohol on the state-owned 
park land if the liquor license is ap- 
proved. 


It's Not True 


That implication is not true, accor- 


ding to Willard Barbee, director of the 
State Game and Parks Commission. 


"I cannot see them (the Game and 


Parks Commission) granting consump- 
tion on the land in the near future — 
two to three years," Barbee said 


Tuesday evening during a telephone in- 
terview. 


The commission's June 27 motion 


allowing the Inland Sbxxes Marina, Inc., 
to nek permission for a liquor license 
was "carefully worded," Barfcee said. 
There was no assurance or implication 
that the commission would allow con- 
sumption on the land if the license was 
granted, he said. 


That one point could have changed 


the entire vote at the Tuesday afternoon 
County Board meeting. 


The understanding that the Game and 


Parks Commission would approve 
alcoholic consumption when the license 
was granted was probably the most im- 
portant item which swayed the board, 
Commissioner Bruce Hamilton said 
Tuesday evening. 


Made Difference 


Both Hamilton, who made the motion 


for license approval, and Commissioner 
Bob Colin said they probably would 
have voted differently had they known 
that consumption still would not be 
allowed on the state-owned park land. 


Board Chairman Jan Gauger could not 
be contacted. 


Recommending approval of the 


liquor license "would be encouraging 
people to break the law" if the public is 
not allowed to drink on the land, 
Hamilton said. 


Currently drinking is allowed on the 


federally-owned land, which includes 
the water and a portion of the shoreline 
near the water's edge. 


Consumption is not allowed on the 


majority of the 6,000 acre park itself — 
the land owned by the state, Barbee 
said. 


Therefore, a person can drink near 


the water's edge, standing in the water 
or sitting in a boat, Barbee said. 


And this will probably not change 


within the next two to three years, said 
Barbee, adding he could not forsee what 
the commission might decide about 
consumption in ten years. 


"I wouldn't say we would never 


authorize consumption," he said. 


However, the tenor of the presenta- 


tion by Stanley ML Talcott, attorney for 
the concessionaires, was that consump- 


tion would soon be allowed on land if 
the license were granted. 


Talcott spoke of easier cleanup 


operations if people could drink openly 
on picnic tables and throw their cans in- 
trash cans, rather than hide in the less 
accessible park areas to drink. 


Talcott, however, did not deliberately 


mislead the board. He did tell the board 
mat consumption permission had not 
yet been granted.

meetings will be published in a 
local paper. Other meetings held 
.during the week will be 
published if there is time. When 
there is not enough time, notice 


of the meetings will be posted on 
two bulletin boards in the 
County-City building — in the 
main lobby and in the com- 
missioner's office. 


But the board must still deal 


with the questions of what con- 
stitutes a meeting and where the 
board's administrative functions 
end and legislative functions

CongKMnn Chvtat Thone Tuesday said 


long-term U.S. Kcurity demands that Congress 
"come to grips" with the nation's energy problems 
when it returns from its August recess. 


"Some sort of domestic deregulation of oil 


prices may be necessary, but it should be handled 
very carefully and it should go hand in hand with an 
excess profits tax," Thone said in a Lincoln inter- 
view. 


Gradual decontrol is viewed as a device to 


stimulate domestic production of oil and lead the 
U.S. toward more self-sufficiency. 


"Almost 40% of our erode oil is imported," 


Thone noted. "They turned the spigots off once, 
and it could happen again. Then the economy 
would go whammy." 


Deregulation must be designed in such a way 


as not to "play into the hands of the oil com- 
panies," the 1st District Republican stressed. 


"I nave no love for the major oil companies. I 


think they have exploited this country. 


"I think they are in need of tougher enforce- 


ment of the antitrust laws and more competition." 


Thone noted that he voted with the majority 


when Congress wiped out the oil depletion tax 
allowance. 


The short-term energy crisis is one of 


dependency, the congressman noted, white the 


long-term crisis is one of supply. 


"We should put the real premium on conser- 


vation," while attempting to develop alternative 
sources of energy. In the meantime, more use must 
be made of domestic coal supplies. 


Thone remains opposed to proposals to sharply 


increase gasoline taxes as a means of attempting to 
reduce consumption through higher prices. 


Rationing is also an unacceptable answer, he 


said. 


President Ford has proposed deregulating 


domestic oil prices over a 99-month period. 


The 1975 congressional performance, thus far, 


has been "kind of erratic, to say the least," Thone 
said. 


The massive Democratic majorities in both the 


House and Senate have "fragmented," he noted, 
leaving the Democratic leadership unable to "get 
any solid direction" for legislative proposals. 


Meanwhile, Ford has grown stronger, "and I 


think that's been good for the country," Thone 
said. "He's taking charge more." 


Although Thone has "great respect" for 


former California Gov. Ronald Reagan, a possible 
GOP presidential candidate in 1976, the con- 
gressman believes Ford has "about got (the 1976 
nomination) wrapped up." 


"With his advantages of incumbency, I think 


she's all over." 


Thone will be seeking his fourth term in the 


House in the same election. 


Looking ahead to the resumption of the con- 


gressional session in September, Thone hopes 
Congress will keep its eye on four major issues: 


—Resolution of the legislative-executive battle 


over energy legislation. 


-Inflation, which be still calls "public enemy 


number one." 


—Government credibility. "I run into that 


problem everywhere I go, and that's one reason I 
thought the congressional pay raise was ill- 
advised." 


—Over-regulation by government. "It is con- 


fusing, duplicative, sometimes punitive. It stifles 
competition and initiative. It leads to unnecessary 
charges to consumers, and adds to the inflationary 
spiral." 


Sikyta Challenged 
Over Library Cut

Jeambey challenged Sikyta's 


motives in calling for cuts in the 
library system's budget, but not 
calling for a budget cut for Lin- 
coln General Hospital. 


Sikyta, the council represen- 


tative on the hospital board, said 
no additional cuts were justified 
since he was convinced that 
hospital staff had pared down 
the budget as much as possible. 


Sikyta was successful in urging 


a majority of the council to slice 
out 5% of the 
library's 


operations budget and cut 
another 1% out of the library's 
capital construction budget. 
Sikyta said he believes there's 
5rc fat in every budget and that 
departments can get along on 
less money. 


Jeambey who along with Sue 


Bailey and John Robinson op- 
posed those cuts, argued that the 
council ought to be consistent in 
applying across-the-board cuts to 
all departmental budgets. 
Several 5% cuts have been made 
on other budgets. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis, whose 


disapproval of blanket budget 
cuts was deepening by the 
minute, shot back that "the 
same care and caution was exer- 
cised in developing the library's 
budget." 


Mrs. Bailey interjected that 


Sikyta's popularity with city 
boards is apt to increase, since, 
she said, "your presence will be 
in great demand since you don't 
propose cuts on budgets you've 
sat in on " 


Councilman John Robinson, 


tried to expk-n the budget cut to 


astonished library director 
Charles Dalrymple. 


"You have to understand," 


Robinson said, "There's no 
rationale purpose for this." 


By wielding the budgetary axe 


indiscriminately, Mrs. Bailey 
argued that the lawmakers 
would be abdicating their 
responsibility. But, she said, if 
that's what they want to do, the 
council should cancel its 
remaining budget sessions and 
"just send out the word to cut 
5%. We don't even have to talk 
to people then and can just stay 
home." 


When Sikyta said it wasn't his 


intent to apply blanket cuts to all 
departments, 
Jeambey 


withdrew his motion to slash the 
hospital budget. 


Jeambey, the freshmen 


legislator, said he wasn't suppor- 
ting such across-the-board cuts, 
but, "just testing the 
genuineness of the position." 


Councilman Max Denney said 


"the people" are telling him 
they want the budget slashed 
and their property tax bill 
decreased. 


The library's $1.3 million 


proposed budget was cut back by 
$33,000. 


Lincoln General Hospital's 


$108 million budget was ap- 
proved as presented. The budget 
is down $2 3 million from this 
year's budget.

Strange Tales 


In his second year on the job, this 


senior at Kearney State College has some 
strange tales to tell about the people who 
pass through the rest areas. 


tike the 70-year-old lady who insisted 


he call the State Patrol on a life and death 
matter she wouldn't reveal. Driving cross 
country alone, she had this feeling truck 
drivers were out to kill her, she told the 
summoned state trooper. She was 
assured the Patrol would keep an eye out 
for her as she traveled through the state. 


Dean says young travelers look to him 


as a drug contact — someone who can put 
them in touch with a local supplier He 
never minds disappointing those sorts. 


He tells of one New York drug user 


who proudly showed off the needle tracks 
on his arm "I've got three Cadillacs' 
worth in there," he boasted to Dean. 


Then there was the young woman who 


stopped to do some rigorous yoga exer- 
cises ... without her top on. 


A band of gypsies in a home-made van 


drew some curious looks from Dean as 
well as from other visitors at the roadside 
oasis. 


One family came through in a camper 


made from an actual Burlington railroad 
car. "It still had the train wheels sticking 
out on it," he marveled. 


Surprise Shower 


The hot weather has tempted many a 


traveler to tip-toe through the sprinklers 
for a splash of relief. Unsuspecting 
nappers who curl up on the grass for forty 
winks, however, sometimes find 
themselves caught hi a sudden shower 
when the automatic sprinklers turn on, 
Dean smiled. 


This guide often finds it valuable to 


wander from the confines of his little 
booth and greet travelers as they arrive.

Liz Cook's work is most 


peoples' pleasure. 


Workday in and workday out 


she goes shopping — for other 
people — and spends money — 
other peoples' money. 


She rejuvenates bedrooms 


with new spreads and matching 
drapes, pictures, pillows and 
throw rugs. 


And she coordinates outfits — 


matching up a special gown or 
pantsuit with jewelry, scarves, 
shoes and a handbag. 


Or she might even outfit an en- 


tire bndal party, select the wed- 
ding cake and decide details for 
a busy or far-away bnde. 


It's all in a day's work for Mrs. 


Cook, one of Miller & Fame's 
"personal shoppers." 


'Old-Fashioned Things' 


The shopping service is one of 


the "old-fashioned 
things" 


Miller's has retained through the 
years, said Hertha Olson, who 
heads the department in Lin- 
coln. 


Though most of their orders 


come through the mail, it is 
much more than a mail-order 
service. Best of all, it is free. 


People can ask for specific 


items, but many seek gift 
suggestions for grandmothers 
and grandchildren. Others simp- 
ly ask the shoppers to shop for 
them 


"You won't believe what peo- 


ple order this way," Miss Olson 
said. 


From the Panama Canal Zone 


came a request 
for 
a 


monogrammed towel for a dog. 
A woman from western 
Nebraska said she was flying to 


Hawaii and needed suitable 
clothing. 


A California man recently 


pressed for an ironing board, 
gift-wrapped and mailed to an 
address on the West Coast. 


A lady living in Spain ordered 


71 spools of thread. She 
explained that she planned to 
give them to Spanish friends 
who are intrigued by thread 
wound on wooden spools. In 
Europe, thread comes twisted 
around slips of cardboard. 


Then there was the lady in 


Africa who ordered size 42 
clothes for a "small person." 
Research at the public library 
revealed an African size 42 is a 
U.S. size 10 or 12 


How to Choose? 


How does one go about selec- 


ting merchandise for strangers? 


Mrs. Cook tries to be "quite' 


conservative" — stylewise and 
pricewise. If clothing is ordered, 
she keeps the age, size and shape 
of the person in mind as well as 
color and style. 


"After awhile, you get to know 


the people you shop for. It gets 
so personal that you want to do 
everything you can " 


And if she can't decide on one 


outfit, Mrs. Cook said she often 
sends two or three, then holds 
her breath and crosses her 
fingers that the customer will 
decide to keep at least one, 
perhaps all. 


A unique aspect of the per- 


sonal service is that the 
shoppers' territory doesn't 
necessarily end at Miller's doors. 


If the store doesn't carry the 


item ordered, the shoppers 
simply shop elsewhere — at 
Walgreen "s for a bar of bath soap 


for an elderly woman in a nur- 
sing home, or at Lawlor's for a 
bicycle a divorced man ordered 
for his son. 


No extra charge. 
Miss Olson figures that if a 


customer is pleased, he or she 
will write back. 


Extra Effort 


Sometimes it takes a little 


extra finagling and patience. 


Two weeks ago a Scottsbluff 


woman requested a ream of 
legal-sized paper to be delivered 
to a penal complex inmate. 
Miller's doesn't carry that item, 
but no problem. A store down 
the street had it. 


The confusion came in 


delivery. The delivery crew 
didn't know where to drop off 
the order so they mailed it to the 
penitentiary. It was refused. 


Meantime, the lady in 


Scottsbluff learned of the hassles 
and hired an attorney to deliver 
the paper. Miller's sent the 
package to the lawyer's office 
via its runner service. 


One more satisfied customer. 
"It gets so we are kind of like a 


big family," Miss Olson said, 
thumbing thoughtfully through 
some of the 5,153 letters the 
department has handled this 
year 


One family in the Panama 


Canal Zone bought everything 
through the personal shoppers 
for years, she said. And now that 
they split their time between 
Oklahoma and New York, they 
continue to order regularly and 
even stop in to visit 


Inadvertently, the shoppers 


get caught up in family affairs — 
an order comes for wedding 
trimmings and is later cancelled;

The study of card com- 


binations — and how to deal 
with them — is highly reward- 
ing, but there is always the 
danger of misapplying this 
knowledge. 


Consider the diamond com- 


bination in this deal. If 
declarer's only problem were to 
win four diamond tricks, he 
would do best, in the long run, to 
try two finesses. This method 
succeeds when West has the 
king, the queen, or both. 


But 
under 
some cir- 


cumstances, declarer may do 


better by adopting a different 
approach. Here is such a case. 


West leads a heart and South 


plays the queen from dummy. 
(If he plays the ten, East can 
defeat the contract by playing 
the jack.) East wins the queen 
with the ace, returns the jack, 
ducked by South, and then the 
rune, taken by the king. 


Declarer has only eight tricks 


at this stage, and his best 
chance for a ninth obviously lies 
in diamonds. But South realizes 
that if he follows standard 
operating procedure and takes 
a diamond finesse, he will be 
defeated if East has either the 
king or the queen. 


He therefore plays the jack of 


diamonds but goes up with the 
ace after West follows low. 
Luckily, he catches the king and 
makes four notrump by con- 
tinuing the suit. 


The basis for rejecting the 


diamond finesse is extremely 
sound. South reasons that he 
cannot make the contract if 
East has the guarded king or 
queen. His only real chance is to 
assume that West has the K-Q 
or that East has a singleton 
honor.

Millions of Americans whose 


monthly payments finance Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield health in- 
surance plan* have no say in 
choosing the directors who run 
the nonprofit, public service 
organizations. 


The result is that consumers, 


have little control over how Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield represent 
their health care interests in 
dealing with doctors and 
hospitals. 


The issue is a major one for 


two reasons: 


— Rate increases have 


averaged about 30% in the 
past year for many of the 144 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
plans. The cost of living in this 
period increased 12.2%. Full 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield family 
coverage now runs between ISO 
and $65 monthly, according to a 
check of state and local plans. 


— Blue Cross and Blue Shield 


seek a role in any national health 
insurance program Congress 
might create. The two 
organizations now act as agents 
for the government in the pay- 
ment of $15 billion annually in 
federal funds for health care, 
most of it for Medicare. Blue 
Cross" and Blue Shield also 
collect $15 billion annually from, 
more than 80 million Americans 
who are private subscribers. 


An Associated Press investiga- 


tion of 36 representative Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield plans has 
'found that: 


— Many boards of directors of 


local .Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
plans are dominated by doctors 
and by hospital officials, or by 
laymen chosen by medical 
societies and hospital officials. 
Since Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
pay for services provided by doc- 
tors and hospitals, each time 
there's a rate increase the ques- 
tion arises whether these direc- 


tors have done all they

— The boards of directors of 


most Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
plans are self-perpetuating. The 
directors themselves nominate 
and elect new members, or re- 
elect themselves. The sub- 
scribers nave no voice in these 
elections.

Connecticut Blue Shield is a 


typical example. The plan's 
bylaws state that board 
members elect new members. 
The chairman of the board ap- 
points several directors to a 
nominating committee that 
selects candidates for board 
vacancies. The 20-member board 
is composed of eight practicing 
physicians, a retired physician, 
the president of Connecticut 
Blue Shield, four corporation 
executives and a retired 
executive, an attorney, a vice 
president of Southern New 
England Telephone, a union of- 
ficial, a bank president, and a 
woman connected with the 
Connecticut Housing Authority. 
~— In response (to increasing 
pressure in recent years — in- 
cluding pressure from Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield 
headquarters — many state and 
local plans have added "public" 
members to their boards to 
represent subscribers. But the 
AP investigation found that 
many of these public members 
were chosen — under the self- 
perpetuation concept, — by in-, 
cumbent board members and 
not by subscibers. In some cases 
— Tennessee, Florida, Idaho, 
Los Angeles, for example — 
state medical societies or 
hospital associations make the 
selections. 


Blue Cross says there are 1,885 


board members for all its state 
and local plans. Of these, 1,138, 
or 69%, are "consumer 
representatives." 
However, 161 


of the consumer representatives, 
or 14%, also are hospital 
trustees. Most of the rest are 
corporate executives, bankers 
and lawyers. Blue Shield's latest 
statistics, compiled last summer, 
say board composition averages 
40% public membership. 


The 27-memberboard of direc- 


tors of Maryland Blue Cross, for 
example, is required to have a 
majority of public members. 
Eighteen of the directors are 
doctors (three), hospital ad- 
ministrators (two), hospital 
trustees 
(three), , business 


executives (eight), a banker, and 
the salaried president of 
Maryland Blue Cross. The rest 
are Baltimore's director of 
finance, a state senator, three 
union leaders, a college 
professor, a public school 
teacher, the chancellor of the 
University of Maryland at 
Baltimore, and an employe of 
the state roads commission. 


In Atlanta, Ga., 15 of the 20 


Blue Cross directors are hospital 
administrators or trustees, and 
five are public members. One is 
the salaried president of Blue 
Cross and another is the salaried 
president of Blue Shield. The 
three others are an attorney, a 
vice president of Southern Bell 
Telephone, and a company 
employe. 


In Arkansas, 12 of the 21 Blue 


Cross-Blue Shield 
board 


members in 1974 were doctors or 
hospital officials. The organiza- 
tion added three public 


State's Subscribers Can Choose

Holders of Blue Cross and Blue Shield in- 


surance can participate in election of board 
members of the organization, but they won't know 
that fact unless they've read through their in- 
surance contract. 


Susan Cerny, Blue Cross Blue Shield public 


relations director, said subscribers elect the board 
at a meeting held the second Monday of every 
February — a date set forth in insurance subscrip- 
tion contracts. Members do not receive further 


notices of the meetings, she said. 


Board nominations are made by a nominating 


committee composed of current board members, 
according to Ms. Cerny. But subscribers also may 
nominate from the floor, she said. 


Nebraska's 36-member board includes 16 doc- 


tors, two dentists, three bank and savings and loan 
officials, two telephone company officials, one 
state senator, one newspaper editor, one 
newspaper publisher and one union representative.

Late last year, Arkansas' in- 


surance commissioner, Arc 
Monroe, ordered the two 
hospital trustees to resign or. 
relinquish their posts as trustees 
because of the potential conflict 
of interest They resigned before 
Monroe's order but after the 
issue had been raised. 
Subsequently, the board elected 
new directors to fill these two 
vacancies and others. As a result 
of that election, tee Arkansas 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield board 
now has its first black and its 
first representative of organized 
labor. 


In most states, Blue Cross and" 


Blue Shield operate under 
special legislation that gives 
them tax-exemption as non- 
profit, 
public 
s'ervice 


organizations. They do not have 
to answer to poUcyholders, as 4o 
mutual insurance companies, or 
to stockholders, as do profit- 
making private insurance com- 
panies. Their boards are 
restricted only by state laws. 


In some states, for example, 


state law regulates the size of 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
reserve funds. In Arkansas, 
Monroe has sought such legisla- 
tion to give him authority over 
these reserve funds. The com- 
bined Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
board of directors increased the 
reserve in 1974 to $20.1 million. 
It was $13 million in 1973. 


To help build up the reserve, 


income from subscriber 
premiums rose from 
|54.6 


million in 1973 to $64.1 million 
last year,'but benefits paid out 
for. subscribers' illnesses rose 
only $3.4 million. The balance 
went into the reserve. 


"If you had a subscriber- 


elected board you would see a 
greater willingness to change the 
reserve statute* in Arkansas," 
Monroe says National Blue 
cross policy calls for three 
months' operating expenses in 
reserve. In Arkansas' case, that 
was $16 million in 1974. Some 
state officials say lesser amounts 
are sufficient. 


Nationwide, Blue Cross 


reserve funds totaled $1.4 billion 
in 1973 (the latest figure 
available), or nearly 18% 
of the $8 billion in private sub- 
scriber income. Blue Shield 
reserves that year were $796 
million, or- 21% of the $3.7 
billion in private subscriber 
premiums. 


In New Jersey, the public ad- 


vocate, a state official who acts 
as an ombudsman, has 
recommended that the state 
health commissioner name half 
the 32-member Blue Shield 


board. This would eliminate the 
rote of the state medical society, 
which now is required by Blue 
Shield bylaws to approve board 
membeB. The board is com- 
posed 'of 15 doctors and 17 
laymen. 


"We don't think that in New 


Jersey the board of trustees of 
Blue Shield has been responsive 
to consumer needs, so we have 
proposed these changes," said 
Alfred Nardelli, deputy public 
advocate. The public advocate's 
office launched an investigation 
of Blue Shield after it asked this 
year for a 34% rate increase. 
After hearings, a state insurance 
examiner recommended 14%. 


In nine other states, laws 


enacted when Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield organizations were 
formed 25 to 30 years ago, and 
still on the books, preclude sub- 
scriber control. They require 
that doctors or hospital officials 
control Blue Cross. 


The AP investigation did find 


exceptions. 


.. The most notable was Kansas 
where a bare majority of the 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
board members are elected by a 
subscribers' council, which has 
existed for about 25 years. Coun- 
cil members themselves elect 
new council members from 
among subscribers. 


In Philadelphia, all board 


members of Blue Cross must be 
subscribers. All subscribers can 
attend an annual meeting to 
elect board members. 


But Philadelphia Blue Cross 


management has until now 
retained control of elections 
through the use of subscriber 
proxy votes. 


At the last election, Blue Cross 


management voted 70,000 
proxies for candidates it backed. 
The nearest challenger had 5,100 
proxies.

The only pressure Prasch said 


he can apply to get the school 
completed is to "tell the contrac- 
tor he isn't going to work for us 
anymore," should the building 
opening be late. 


Prasch said when Anderson 


Co. did the work for the 
Goodrich Junior High addition, 
schedules were also delayed. 


"I'm convinced," Prasch said, 


that Anderson Co. isn't making 
"good efforts to get that thing 
done." Prasch said he views it as 


"just a matter of the contractor 
putting more people on the Job" 
to resolve the problem.

Schools Athletic Building Corp., 
whose directors include some 
board members, will be asked 
later this month to act on $19,948 
in proposals to improve Stuart 
Track, a practice field east of 
East High School.

needs resurfacing, estimated to 
cost $10,080, Prasch said. Other 
work proposed includes stairs,

dress system.

replace rubber equipment uow 
in use but found to be flam- 
mable, he said, and the audio 
system would attract more spec- 
tators.

Athletic Rule Changes To Be Aired

They've been trying for three 


years and taking a dive every 
time, trying to change the in- 
terscholastic athletic program 
regulations. 


But swimmers and their 


parents will get the Lincoln 
Board of Education's ear this 
fall in another try. 


And Supt. John Prasch said if 


restrictions are eased for 
swintrpprs, new policies will 
have a ripple effect on all high 
school sports. 


At an informal work session 


Tuesday, board members dis- 
cussed the regulations, 
developed by high school 
athletic directors and building 
principals who sit as an athletic 
policy committee. 


"We have had discussions with 


parents who are unhappy with 
some of the regulations," Prasch 


Their major objections are: 
— Limiting swimmers to one 


daily workout. 


— Prohibiting holiday basket- 


ball tournaments. 


— Restricting practice for five 


consecutive days during Christ- 
mas holidays. 


— Limiting the number of in- 


terscholastic contests allowed 
each season. 


Last winter, Prasch said, 


swimmers' parents claimed the 
rules were "hampering the 
program." A survey of parents 
and students last April revealed 
only 28 were satisfied with the 
ban on morning practice 
sessions, white 72 wanted the 


Sixty wanted the Christmas 


vacation ban on swimming and 
diving practice lifted, while 38 
•aidthey were satisfied with the 
restriction. 


"We fed obligated to resolve 


these questions before the 
(swimming) season begins," 
Prasch told the board, 
suggesting the members enter- 
tain any changes soon. 


Dr. Kenneth Bader, University 


of Nebraska-Lincoln vice 
chancellor and a parent 


untstte swimmers'group, 
lite board to iDov mm 


flexibility, to rnaximize com- 
petitive talents and -oppor- 
tunities in the high schools. 


Bader noted he doesn't repre- 


sent all parents' views but "a 
significant number," as the sur- 
vey showed. 


Restrictions on swimmers' use 


of public school pools is an 
"inequitable situation,". Bader 
said, compared to schools Lin- 
coln competes against. While 
Lincoln swimmers get 8,000 to 
9,000 yards in a single workout, 
competitors training twice daily 
in other districts can get up to 
12,000. 


"It's difficult to excel or com- 


pete" by trying to train properly 
only after school begins each 
day, or to lay out five days 
midseason, Bader said. 


He explained that swimmers 


practice year round because they 
must constantly build endurance 
and develop stroke technique to 
remain competitive. And serious 
swimmers consider a 6 a.m. dai- 
ly regimen routine, Bader 
added. 


He asked the board to 


recognize that swimming is 
different from other sports. It's 
obvious that swimmers need 
water, he said, contrasting the 
quarterback who's unrestricted 
if he chooses to "come in early 
and throw passes at ends."

on coaches and their time, and 
might put more pressure on 
some students. He added he's 
"disturbed" that it could result 
in "an excellence thing for a 
small number of kids" who are 
sorted out early. 


The overall district goal is par- 


ticipation for all who want it, 
with maximum times set to 
protect them from too many 
demands. 


But Prasch said "maybe there 


is a case ... for flexibility from 
sport to sport." 


"We frequently run afoul of all 


policy decisions" anyway, 
Prasch said, noting if a high 
school ball club wants to raise 
money, "they go ahead and raise 
it." The problem is that not 
enough athletic regulations have 
"been reduced to actual written 
policies." 


For example, a meal and 


travel per diem is paid for 
athletes, while band contestants 
get no meal and partial travel 
reimbursement, he said. Par- 
ticipants in many other non- 
athletic, interscholastic activities 
such as debate, music and 
drama, must "pay their own 
way." 


"We have to have some better 


answers" than that, Prasch said. 


The Nebraska School Ac- 


tivities Association (NSAA) has 
no policies in nine areas that 
Lincoln schools 
apply 


regulations. 


Besides the ban on practices 


and games during the Christmas 
holidays and in early mornings, 
the Lincoln rules: 


— Require athletes to attend regular 


classes on the day of an event or contest. 


— Limit varsity teams to 10th-12th 


grade students, reserve teams to 10th and 
Tlth graders, and sophomore teams to 
10th graders only. 


— Prohibit practice on Sunday or 


holidays when school's out, except by per- 
mission., 
— Bar Lincoln teams trom 


participating In a holiday basketball tour- 
nament. 


- Limit the number of team members 


— for example, 3S In football. 


— Limit the distance to travel for 


games, 150 miles for basKetball and 250 
miles to-football 


— Limit the number of coaches per 


sport. 


Holiday basketball tour- 


naments were outlawed, Lincoln 
High Principal Bill Bogar said, 
because they resulted in too 
many local games, in intra-city 
contests, conference and district 
matches. 


Board President Lou Roper 


said he sees "no reason for not 
having a holiday basketball tour- 
nament," adding it "might even 
enhance the program" as well as 
draw good local interest. 


Roper also said he thinks the 


16-game limit is restrictive, com- 
pared to the number of basket- 
ball games other Nebraska 
schools play. 


Principals suggested a holiday 


conference tourney, with Trans- 
Nebraska or 1-80, rather than 
intra-city. 


Prasch said the restrictions on 


team size and travel distances 
are mainly results of economic 
considerations.

Starter Olds Likes 
Colts' Marchibroda

Former Nebraska fullback Bill 


Olds, who will be a starter for 
Baltimore against Atlanta Aug. 
16 in NU's Memorial Stadium, 
thinks new Colts' coach Ted 
Marchibroda was just what the 
doctor ordered for a punchless 
NFL football team. 


Baltimore, en route to a 2-12 


season in 1974, averaged just 13.6 
points a game, but Olds says the 
offense will be much better with 
Marchibroda designing the 
plays. 


"He's just what we needed," 


Olds said Tuesday during a break 
in the Colts' training camp at 
Goucher College in Towson, Md. 
"We lacked a true offensive at- 
tack last season. He has given us 
a number of new plays and has a 
complicated system. We now 
have three times as many plays 
as we had in 1974." 


Marchibroda went to 


Baltimore after nine years as 
offensive coordinator under 
George Allen both at Los 
Angeles and Washington. 


Olds, a third-round draft 


choice of the Colts after his final 
season (1972) at Nebraska, teams 
with Lydell Mitchell as the split 
backs at Baltimore and runs at 
fullback when the Colts go into 
au "I" formation. 


"I haven't changed my style of 


running since going with the 
Colts," he said. "Football is the 
same — a rough game — 
regardless where you play it. 
high school, college or the pros 
I've just refined what I'm 
doing." 


At Nebraska, Olds was 


primarily a blocker. Now, when 
he is called on to block he usual- 
ly gets help from an offensive 
lineman in doubleteammg a 
linebacker. 


"The pro players are bigger

professional golf championships, 
so chipper, related and confi- 
dent you'd think, if you didn't 
know better, that he doesn't care 
anymore. 


Nothing fe further from the 


truth. 


"It might be hard for people to 


understand that I prepare 
differently to play Akron than I 
do for the other major cham- 


but tot me apUo," 


he said. 


"They've got 18 great holes, 


but put collectively, you fall 
asleep. It seems like you play 
them over and over again." 


What he means is that so many 


of the holes on this 7,180-yard 
course, which has seven par 
fours of 450 yards or more, look 
alike. 


So Jack, who usually practices 


at the site of a major cham- 
pionshp with monk-like devo- 
tion, has stayed away from here 
chiefly because be believes he'd 
quickly lose interest practicing 
too much at Firestone.

But on Monday, while most of 
the field of 150 was here anyway, 
Nicklaus was in Columbus 
hosting reporters at Muirfield 
Village, which will be a PGA 
tour stop beginning in 1976. 


Releasing with a gin and tonic, 


Nicklaus insisted he still wants 
to win this week as much as ever 
but said that no matter what 
does happen, it has been a 
successful year. 


He won the Masters in April in 


a dramatic last day stootout with 
Tom Weiskopf and Johnny 
Miller. He finished two shots out 
of a playoff io the U.S. Open and 
won out in the British Open. 
He's the year's leading money 
winner with $203,599. 


"I think I've had a good year," 


he said. "Anytime you win a 
major championship, it's a good 
year. I've been three shots from 


all three major cham- 


pionships. If I should happen to 
win two of them, then it turns 
out to be a great year." 


Few people have played as 


much golf at Akron as Nicklaus, 
who goes all the way back to 
1958, before Robert Trent Jones 
redesigned the course, when he 
played here in his first pro tour 
event as an 18-year-old amateur. 


"I was paired with Tommy 


Bolt and Art Wall in the third 
round of the Rubber City Open," 
Nicklaus said. "Bolt came up to 
me on the first tee and said, 
'What's your name, kid?' I mis- 
sed six putts inside of three feet 
that day." 


Finally, Nicklaus said, Bolt 


came up to him and said, "Settle 
down, kid, you'll be all right." 


Bolt was right. 
Now, Nicklaus has nothing left 


to shoot at but his own records, 
such as 15 major championships.

If the front-five and the secondary- can hold off the assaults until 
the linebackers get experience it could make for another fine 
Husker season. 


"I think we're going to have a good defense," Monte Kiffia, 


Husker defensive coordinator said recently over a sandwich "It 
should be improved because we have four of five starters back 
on the defensive line And you start up front to have a good 
defense. We will be able to control the line of scrimmage." 


Only loss was end Tom Pate, whose place figures to be 


adequately filled by Ray Phillips, ineligible last season but a 
top-notch prospect. 


The secondary will be comparable to last season despite the 


loss of Ardell Johnson, George Kyros and Mark Heydorf. And in 
Kiffin's opinion, "it has a chance to be as good as we've had at 
Nebraska." 


He feels Jimmy Burrow can be as good a safetyman as there 


is in college football. Burrow was switched from cornerback to 
safety in the spring. "Wonder Monds is an All-American at 
monster and Dave Butterfield is as good a cornerman as we've 
had." Kiffin said.

Oklahoma's offensive unit heads an impressive group of

Walton 
Pledges 
Support 


NEW YORK (AP) - Bill 


Walton, the outspoken basket- 
ball player, pledged his support 
Tuesday to activists Jack and 
Micki Scott in their policy of 
"total non-collaboration" with 
government investigators. 


"I'm here as a friend of these 


people," Walton, the 6-foot-ll 
center of the Portland Trail 
Blazers of the National Basket- 
ball Association, said at a news 
conference. The news confer- 
ence was called by the Scotts to 
discuss their decision not to co- 
operate with a federal grand jury 
in Harrisburg, Pa., concerning 
the disappearance of Patricia 
Hearst. 


"I want you all to realize the 


situation these people are fac- 
ing," Walton said. "It's obvious 
to me that these folks have been 
lied to over a major portion of 
their lives, and so have you. 


"Look at your dress, the way 


you live, the way you deal with 
other people. So much of it is a 
lie—one contradiction after an- 
other." 


Walton, bearded, his shoul- 


der-length red hair parted down 
the middle, was dressed in a 
khaki shirt, faded green shorts 
and sandals, a marked contrast 
to the suits and ties worn by 
many of the assembled news- 
men. 


He sat on a dais alongside the 


Scotts and Jack's parents, John 
and Louise Scott, and a number 
of attorneys, including William 
Kunstler. The elder Scotts told 
of being offered as much as 
$200,000 if their son could be 
persuaded to cooperate with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
in its search for Miss Hearst. 


An FBI spokesman denied of- 


fering money to John Scott. "At 
no time," said bureau spokes- 
man Tom Harrington in Wash* 
ington, "has the FBI offered Mr. 
Scott $100,000 or $200,000 for 
their (the Scotts') cooperation in 
the Patty Hearst case." 


The FBI and the grand jury 


are investigating reports that 
Miss Hearst stayed last fall at a 
South Canaan, Pa., farmhouse 
reportedly rented by Scott. 
Walton was questioned by the 
FBI last March about Mill 
Heant and the farmhouse. 


Walton was one of some 190 


signees of a statement issued 
Tuesday in support of the Scotts. 
It expressed outrage at "the 
government's relentless baras* 
nMOt of the Scotts, their family 
and friends.

right to drill irrigation or other 
wells on their land without a per- 
mit but they must register all 
irrigation wells and respect the 
spacing distance required by 
state law, according to a Univer- 
sity of Nebraska water specialist. 


Deon Axthelm says some 


irrigators apparently are con- 
fused by the Groundwater 
Management Act (LB577), which 
becomes effective Aug. 23. 


He said the law defines two 


types of illegal wells: 


—Tbow without a permit but 


in a control area. 


-Those outside a control area 


but not properly registered. 


Currently, he said, there are 


no designated control areas in 
Nebraska. 


Axthelm said the new law puts 


more teeth into enforcement of 
a 1957 law requiring well 
registration. 


The new statute specifically 


allows natural resources districts 


to issue cease-and-desist orders 
to restrain the withdrawal and 
use of water from illegal wells, 
Axthelm said.
